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Oh Cithe 


IS IT SCRIPTURAL? 


REV. J. A. BIXLER 
“If God will be with me, and will keep 


Text, Hebrews 7:5,6, “And verily 
they that are of the sons of Levi, who 
receive the office of the priesthood, 
have a commandment to take tithes 
of the people according to the law, 
that is, of their brethren, though they 
come out of the loins of Abraham: 
But he whose descent is not counted 
from them received tithes of Abra- 
ham, and blessed him that had the 
promises.” 


“Tithe” is an Anglo-Saxon word 
meaning “the tenth.” Technically 
speaking, it is defined as “the tenth 
of produce, property or spoils dedi- 
cated to sacred use.” 

If a word embodies history, the his- 
tory of a word may contain much in- 
formation of value. This word then 
will briefly be traced in both Biblical 
and Extra-Biblical History. 

First, in Biblical record it appears 
early. Its first distinct mention is in 
Gen. 14:20. Abraham, returning from 
the slaughter of the four kings, was 
met by Melchizedek, king of Salem 
and priest of the most high God. He 
blessed Abram, who in turn recog- 
nized him as his priest before God 
and “gave him tithes of all” the spoil. 


The word “tithe’ and “tithes” is 
mentioned thirty-six times in the 
Bible and certainly a subject men- 
tioned that many times is important 
for us to consider and obey its teach- 
ings. 

I realize that this subject is some- 
what delicate to deal with and for 
fear of offending someone this great 
Bible subject is neglected by many 
ministers, but my honest convictions, 
based on Bible teaching, are.that the 
“tithe” is (not was) God’s law for the 
human race, and that the obligation 
to pay it is as binding now as it ever 
was. 

Second, in Gen. 28:22, Jacob had 
been to the gate of heaven, and none 
other than Bethel could be chosen as 
a name for that place. Here Jacob, 
under the impression of the awe of 
God’s presence, vowed a vow, saying, 


me in this way that

Space must 
be conserved to represent all 
departments of the work of 
the Church.

I go, and will 
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give me bread to eat and raiment to 
put on, so that I come again to my 
father’s house in peace; then shall 
the Lord be my God; and this stone 
which I have set up for a pillar, shall 
be God’s house: and of all that thou 
shalt give me I will surely give the 
tenth unto thee.” 

In the third use it is in connection 
with the Levitical law, the Lord spake 
through Moses and gave this com- 
mandment, which is most fully stated 
in the three following places: First, 
Lev. 27:30-32, “And all the tithe of 
the land, whether of the seed of the 
land or of the fruit of the tree, is the 
Lord’s; it is holy unto the Lord. And 
if a man will at all redeem ought of 
his tithes he shall add thereunto the 
fifth part thereof, and concerning the 
tithe of the herd or of the flock, even 
of whatsoever passeth under the rod, 
the tenth shall be holy unto the 
Lord.” 

Now, brother, you may use or bor- 
row your tithes from the Lord and 
keep the pastor waiting and let his 
obligations go over and cause his good 
name to be evil spoken of, but remem- 
ber that money is the Lord’s, and it 
is holy, and does not belong to you 
at all, for a tenth of all your earn- 
ings, or your cattle, sheep, hogs, chick- 
ens, eggs, potatoes, beans, hay, fruit, 
and all you have coming your way, a 
tenth of it belongs to the Lord. The 
devil may tell you the preacher does 
not need it and the church pays too 
much tithes any way, and that you 
need the money to buy some coal, or 
your children some clothes, or make 
a payment on your home or farm, 
and that the Lord wants charity to 
begin at home, but, brother, tithes is 
not charity, but belongs to God. But 
if after all this you borrow God’s 
tithes, when you pay it back (if you 
can get it all together) you must add 
20 per cent, or a fifth part to what 
you borrow. If you owe $10 tithes 
and borrow that, you must add one- 
fifth to that, or $2, so you must then 
pay $12 to get your tithes paid up 
that you borrowed. After all, this is 
not a fair practice to deprive God’s 
pastors out of their tithes after they 
have labored hard for you and prayed 
for your sick, etc., and then not pay 
them regularly. If your employer bor- 
rowed your wages after you had 
worked for them and paid you when 
he thought of it, or maybe not at all, 
I suppose you would bring suit against 
him in the civil courts. Then, do un-

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Current Events in the Light of Prophecy 


We will continue this article with 
a study of twenty-first chapter of 
Saint Luke, verses 20 to 26. Verses 20- 
23 tell of the fall of Jerusalem, a 
warning to escape and their captivity. 
This I covered in my first article. Let 
us notice a few of the signs in the 
next few verses. 

Verse 25, “And there shall be signs 
in the sun.” We are told by the scient- 
ists, as shown in the Chicago Herald 
and Exuminer of a few years back, 
that th: cause of the terrific heat 
wave during the drought, was three 
black spots on the SUN. They said 
that out of these great spots sulphuric 
flames belched forth for hundreds of 
miles and were the cause of the 
change in the atmospheric conditions 
of the earth.

“Moon”—The same paper and sky 
readers said that the moon had left 
its original setting three differ- 
ent times and to continue would 
throw the world into chaos and bring 
an immediate end to the world. 

“In the stars”’—Astronomy admits 
that new stars, and especially one, ap- 
peared like unto the star of Bethle- 
hem. Also, that the stars depict great 
events to come such as we have never 
witnessed. 

“And upon earth distress of na- 
tions”—Is Greece distressed, with its 
starving tens of thousands? Yes, 
thousands die in a week from hunger. 
What about all the other nations of 
earth? There is no word more fitting 
for present world bewilderment than 
the word “DISTRESS.” 

“With perplezxity”—Every nation on 
earth is perplexed. Every wage earn- 
er, every diplomat, every organization, 
every church, every minister is faced 
with new problems which are of the 
most perplexing consequence. The cry 
everywhere is, “WHAT SHALL WE 
DO?” 

Verse 26, ‘“Men’s hearts failing them 
for fear, and for looking after those 
things which are coming on the 
earth.” For instance, we might think 
of the rebuilding of the destroyed 
cities, morale, economy and religion 
after this is over, if Jesus does not 
come very soon. Again when will the 
present conflict end? Will deadly 
gasses and germ bombs be turned 
loose? What is the future for my 
three little boys? one a sweet little 
blue-eyed blond and the twins with 
their sparkling brown eyes. What is 
the future for your sweet little 
daughter, in the dark, dismal age of 
beer, cigarettes, worldly movies, the 
dance craze, bobbed hair, painted lips 
and cheeks, and the wearing of men’s 
clothing? I TELL YOU, WE ARE IN A 
DESPERATE TIME AND IF WE AS 
CHRISTIANS ARE NOT CAREFUL, 
ALL THAT IS HIGH AND HOLY 
WILL BE SOLD FOR NAUGHT! 
Surely hearts do fail. Heart disease ‘s 
more prevalent on earth than ever 
before. 

“Powers of heaven shall be shaken” 
—yYes, bombers, fighters, bursting 
shells high in the elements. The roar 
of motors in desperate death strug- 
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gles show the heavenlies being shak- 
en. But the greatest of all is when 
Jesus leaves the mediatorial throne, 
Stars are disquieted, heaven’s elements 
are moved and then, verse 27, “shall 
we see the Son of man coming in a 
cloud with power and great glory.” 
Verse 28, “And when these things be- 
gin to come to pass, then look up, and 
lift up your heads; for your redemp- 
tion draweth nigh.” Yes, we must look 
above all the clouds of discourage- 
ment and despair. We must ever keep 
our hearts atune to His voice, for in 
His time He will come and call for His 
own and we shall all rise to meet Him 
and so shall we ever be with the Lord. 
Bless His dear name! 


In 2 Timothy 3:1-5 we find other 
index fingers pointing to the near 
coming of Jesus. 


“This know also, that in the last 
days (what days? LAST DAYS) peril- 
ous times shall come.” In other 
words, in the last days HARD TIMES 
shall come. I feel that hard times are 
here. Ask a mother whose son was in 
Pearl Harbor, Bataan, Corregidor, 
New Guinea or Guadalcanal, etc. 
Dangerous times are here with the 
food shortage, gas shortage, rubber 
shortage, and the many other things. 
We do not mind sacrificing for the 
principles of democracy. We should 
be glad to, but nevertheless the scrip- 
ture is being fulfilled. Here Paul gives 
the reason for present world condi- 
tions. “Perilous times shall come, 
FOR.” Why? See verse 2, “FOR men 
shall be lovers of their own selves.” 
Phil. 2:21 says, “For all seek their 
own, not the things that are Jesus 
Christ’s.” They put their work, play, 
home, car, family, and personal in- 
terests first and the Lord second. 
“Lovers of their own selves.” Much 
could be said here but space will not 
permit. 


“Covetous”—meaning very desirous; 
inordinately; eager to obtain; greed 
for gain. “Boasters”—Braggers, vain- 
glory, causing exaggeration. “Proud” 
—Feeling of manifesting pride, world- 
ly conformity. This does not necessar- 
ily mean that one has to be proud in 
dress. One: may be proud as the man 
one time said, “proud because they 
are not proud.” Some think if one is 
neat and presentable that one is 
proud, and if you are careless about 
your appearance then you are hum- 
ble. I suggest that the latter is lazy 
instead of humble. There is always a 
middle path and a happy medium for 
us to adapt our lives to and this is 
God’s way. 


“Blasphemers”—meaning to speak 
against, to revile, abuse. Paul said, 
“Tf ye bite and devour one another 
take heed that ye be not consumed 
one of another.” One polite way to be 
a murderer is to be a blasphemer 
against your brother or sister until 
you have murdered his or her influ- 
ence. When influence is gone, what 
more use is one? He might as well be 


dead as to be worthless. 


“Disobedient to parents”—Children 
are so today, not because they natur- 
ally have been born full of the devil, 
but because of environment, their so- 
cial contact and association; because 
parents are so abusive in their homes 
to the pastor, the church or the mem- 
bers until the child loses all respect 
for the pastor, the church and the 
members; because the family altar 
has been torn down and the child has 
never heard its mother or father 
pray; because parents do not have 
the interest of their child at heart. 
The child is not in their heart and so 
they are not in the heart of the 
child. I contend that home training, 
conduct of parents, conversation of 
parents, affection between mother 
and father and children sow the seeds 
in the child’s character until it de- 
termines the child’s course; yes, even 
more than its course, ITS ETERNAL 
DESTINY! 


“Unthankful” means to be ungrate- 
ful. I would portray it thus. A family 
moved west and built a storm cellar 
as a protection from the cyclone. Lit- 
tle John and Mary watched Father as 
he dug the cellar. After it was all fin- 
ished and Father had gone to the 
field, an invalid mother sat in her 
wheel chair looking out the back 
porch at little John and Mary as they 
were digging a play storm cellar. But 
as they dug away it kept caving in 
time after time until the little tots 
began to cry and they ran to their 
invalid mother crying for help. 
Mother’s heart was touched so she 
struggled and got off the back porch 
and helped them fix their little play 
storm cellar. On her attempt to get 
back into the house she hurt herself 
internally and that evening she died. 
The father was sitting up with the 
corpse that night when he heard the 
patter of little feet coming down the 
hall. Mary had gotten out of bed. She 
ran up to her mother, pulled her cold 
hand down, kissed it, and _ said, 
“THANK YOU, MOTHER,” and hur- 
ried back to her little bed. Father 
said, “Mary, why did you do that?” 
Mary answered, “Oh, Daddy, Mother 
fixed our storm cellar today and I 
forgot to thank her.” Jesus fixed our 
storm cellar and it cost Him His life 
and we are so unthankful these days. 
So many never thank Him for life, 
health, home, food, friends, a fine 
church, a fine pastor. No, they ap- 
pear to think that God owed them. 
But we owe God. 

I trust these articles have been a 
blessing to the reader. Amen.

Religion in Russia 


Time correspondent, Walter Grae- 
ber, writing in his book “Round- 
trip to Russia,” speaking of a certain 
church, said, ‘““Worshipers were most- 
ly women with pale, deeply-lined 
faces.” In Moscow Graeber found a 
cathedral, which holds about 3,000, so 
tightly packed he could hardly get 
inside the door, and more people were 
coming every minute. “The congrega- 
tion,” said he, “had many past the 
middle age but there were more young 
people, children and Red Army men 
than I expected to see.” Reporting 
other observations: “The Government, 
although allowing some churches to 
be open, uses various means to dis- 
courage them: Imposes_ exorbitant 
taxes (Moscow’s St. Elias Church pays 
$19,000 annually), just for the privi- 
lege of keeping its doors open, in ad- 
dition to other regular taxes. Priests 
are forced to pay a 40 per cent in- 
come tax. Agents are sent to take 
down sermons verbatim. No new 
priests are allowed to be trained so 
that when one dies no one will be 
available to take his place. (Few 
churches are still open.) Before the 
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revolution there were 454 Greek 
Orthodox churches; today there are 
twenty-six. Fifteen hundred Roman 
Catholic churches have been closed 
since the revolution. Three are now 
open in Moscow. This is the religious 
freedom allowed in Russia that is em- 
phasized as in existence by our 
friendly Russian admirers, or should 
I have said pinks and Reds. God save 
us from the tragedy of such satanic 
reasoning.”

Our Soldiers 


Fourteen per cent went to college; 
25 per cent are high school graduates; 
28 per cent went to high school; 33 
per cent were from the graded school 
class. Eighty per cent of the World 
War Army were from the graded 
school classes, 11 per cent had less 
than a full high school course. Only 
4 per cent were high school gradu- 
ates and 5 per cent were college men. 
Of our men in England, 63 per cent 
spend their money and 37 per cent 
are saving regularly. Of the thrifty, 
64 per cent are sending money home 
for deposit and 17 per cent are buy- 
ing war bonds. Seventy-eight per 
cent think the army food good; 72 
per cent think it well prepared; 90 
per cent find it served hot and fresh; 
85 per cent get as much as they want 





for breakfast, 93 per cent for dinner 
and 89 per cent for supper. Fifty-six 
per cent of the men are church-goers. 
Seventy per cent of the Catholics go 
and 50 per cent of the Protestants, 
while 31 per cent of Jewish soldiers 
attend. Fifty-nine per cent write let- 
ters; 42 per cent listen to the radio; 
41 per cent read magazines; 31 per 
cent take a drink of beer or liquor; 
17 per cent have dates with girls; 13 
per cent play outdoor sports; 12 per 
cent dance; 10 per cent read books; 
10 per cent play cards, and 2 per cent 
work at hobbies. A study of drinking 
habits show: 57 per cent of the ground 
forces and 59 per cent of the air 
forces do not take a drink on Satur- 
day nights. Seventy-four per cent of 
each group do not take a drink on 
Sunday nights. Seventy-two per cent 
of the ground forces and 69 per cenit 
of the air forces do not take a drink 
ae the week.—According to U. S. 
ews.

The Victory Girl 


No, the “victory girl’ I am talking 
about is not the lovely, beautiful and 
pure girl who has been down at the 
altar of prayer and had her soul 
washed in the blood of the Lamb. She 
is the girl who, according to Time, is 
a “worse menace than the prosti- 
tute.” She is a nonprofessional “pick- 
up,” usually between fifteen and 
nineteen years, who accounts for 
three out of four cases of infection of 
venereal disease. Washington reports 
that 64 per cent of such cases of in- 
fection comes from these “amateurs.” 
Lieut. Commander Clarence J. Buck- 
ley said, “These kids outnumber the 
streetwalkers four to one.” In San 
Antonio’s famed “spicetown cribs” the 
rate of delinquency among young 
girls has increased 350 per cent. From 
Norfolk comes a report that 85 to 90 
per cent of prostitute professionals 
are “amateurs.” These girls stand by 
the highway and are a ready “pick- 
up,” full of disease and disgrace. The 
family altar would have altered the 
course of these girls who were once 
lovely and pure.

The Church in Germany 


The Christian Observer gives us the 
following fatal decline in theological 
students: “In 1932, about the time 
Hitler came into power, there were 
7,085 Protestant theological students, 
of whom 334 were women. The Roman 
Catholics likewise had a large number 
of students for the priesthood. Three 
years later there were only 4,113 
theological students in Germany. By 
1939 the number had dropped to al- 
most nothing. Tuebingen, for exam- 
ple, which maintained its theological 
school for the longest time, and which 
had 672 ministerial students in 1937, 
dropped to about eighty in 1941. In 
Berlin the number fell from about 
one thousand in 1933 to fewer than 
twenty in the second year of the war. 
As the German Church (Protestant) 
is estimated to need at least six hun- 
dred new ministerial graduates each 
year for replacement, it is probable 
that by this time only the larger con- 
gregations are able to have full-time 
pastors.

THE TITHE 
(Continued from page 1) 


to others as you would have them do 
unto you. 

Now let us notice Numbers 18:26, 
30, 31: “Thus speak unto the Levites, 
and say unto them, When ye take of 
the children of Israel the tithes which 
I have given you from them for your 
inheritance, then ye shall offer up an 
heave-offering of it for the Lord, even 
a tenth part of the tithe. There- 
fore thou shalt say unto them, When 
ye have heaved the best thereof from 
it, then it shall be counted unto the 
Levites as the increase of the thresh- 
ingfloor, and as the increase of the 
winepress. And ye shall eat of it in 
every place, ye and your households: 
for it is your reward for your service 
in the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion.” 

Let us listen to the Scriptures speak 
again. Deut. 14:22, 23: “Thou shalt 
truly tithe all the increase of the seed, 
that the field bringeth forth year by 
year. And thou shalt eat before the 
Lord thy God, in the place which he 
shall choose to place his name there, 
the tithe of thy corn, of thy wine, and 
of thine oil, and the firstlings of thy 
herds and of thy flocks; that thou 
mayest learn to fear the Lord thy 
God always.” 

Just how long the Mosaic order was 
carried out, we do not know. Samuel 
in his protest against Israel’s asking 
for a king (1 Sam. 8:15, 17), tells 
them that “he will take the tenth of 
your seed and your vineyards and give 
to his officers and to his servants.” 
“Also he will take the tenth of your 
sheep; and ye shall be his servants.” 

It is likely that the sacred use of 
the tithe was early perverted under 
the kings. We hear no more of this 
system until the time of Hezekiah 
(726 B.C.) who instituted once more 
“the courses of the priests and Le- 
vites” (2 Chron. 31:2-5, 10-12) and 
“command the people that dwell in 
Jerusalem to give the portion of the 
priests and Levites.” The people re- 
sponded readily and at once, “and the 
tithes of all things brought they in 
abundantly.” So abundant were they 
that the chief priest reported that, 
“Since the people began to bring the 
offerings into the house of the Lord, 
we have had enough to eat and have 
left plenty; for the Lord hath blessed 
his people, and that which is left is 
their great store.” So great was this 
store that chambers in the house of 
the Lord were prepared for it, and 
men were appointed to oversee this 
surplus, “who brought in the offer- 
ings and the tithes and the dedicated 
things faithfully,” and kept them in 


the places prepared for them. 

The prophets cried out all along the 
line against the greed and selfishness 
of the people. 

Prov. 3:9, “Honor the Lord with thy 
substance.” But fickle Jewry was soon 
denying the charge of robbery at the 
mouth of Malachi who says, “Ye have 
robbed God in tithes and offerings 
and are cursed with a curse.” Mal. 3: 
10, “Bring ye all the tithes into the 
storehouse,” etc. What Malachi de- 
nounced, Nehemiah rectified by one 
bold stroke. He gathered the Levites 
and singers from the fields, whither 
they had gone to earn a livelihood, 
and set them in their places. Once 
more the old order was restored and 
it was true that all Judah (Neh. 13: 
12) “brought the tithe of the corn 
and the new wine and the oil unto 
the treasuries.” 

When the New Testament opens its 
pages of history, we find the tithe 
principle very scrupulously observed 
by the “rigidly righteous” and per- 
haps by a majority of the Jewish peo- 
ple. The seventh chapter of Hebrews 
makes use of the word “tithe” to 
show that the priesthood of Christ, 
who is after the order of Melchizedek, 
is superior to the priesthood of the 
Levites because they in the loins of 
their father, Abraham, paid tithes to 
Melchizedek. 

Barring this chapter, there are six 
other places where the “tenth” or 
“tithe” occurs; namely, John 1:39; 
Rev. 11:13; 21:23; Matt. 23:23; Luke 
11:42. The well-known words of 
Matthew, who gives the fullest state- 
ment, are these: “Woe unto you, 
scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! 
for ye tithe mint and anise and cum- 
min, and have left undone the weight- 
ier matters of the law, judgment, and 
mercy, and faith: these ye ought to 
have done, and not to have left the 
other undone.” 

The other reference is equally well 

known and occurs in the prayer of 
the Pharisee, who said in Luke 18:12, 
“I give tithes of all that I get.” The 
Revised Version is used in giving these 
quotations because it more correctly 
translates the verb in the first refer- 
ences which should also be translated 
“tithe” in the last reference, for the 
Greek verb is the same in all three. 

These scriptures and many other 
records prove beyond a shadow of a 
doubt that tithing is a Bible doctrine 
today, still bringing blessings to those 
who do it. Amen.

“FLORIDA CAMP MEETING 


If you want to attend the greatest camp meeting in 
all the Church of God, come to Wimauma, Florida, 
and spend ten days. It will begin -Wednesday night, 
June 2, and close Friday night, June 11. 


The camp ground is ten acres in area, and has a 
fine large tabernacle that was erected at a cost of 
about $18,000. On the grounds are many camp cot- 
tages which are individually owned, and the Church 
built a large dormitory with fifty rooms near the 
tabernacle, which is used for living quarters by those 
attending the camp meeting. The Church also owns 
their own water system and restaurant. All the cot- 
tages and every room in the dormitory is filled each 
year and many find lodging on the outside. When you 
drive through the big gate onto the grounds, the huge 
tabernacle stands to your right and the dormitory to 
your left. If the camp meeting is on, you will see hun- 
dreds of Church of God, Holy-Ghost-filled people stir- 
ring around in what seems to me a holy city. Just 
think about living for ten days in such a city, where 
most every one has been baptized with the Holy Ghost, 
and those who don’t have the blessing are, in most 
cases, seeking God for the experience. 


Last year there were about seventy-six baptized 
with the Holy Ghost during the camp meeting. Two 
nights the people prayed all night in the tabernacle 
and every night it was well past twelve o’clock before 
the tabernacle was cleared. 


COOPERATION 


The Church of God in Florida takes great interest 
in its camp meeting. Every church closes its revival 
and gets ready for one great central camp meeting, 
which is indeed on the old-fashioned Southern camp- 
meeting style. Very few pastors fail to attend, and 
when they get there they put themselves into the serv- 
ice.

MEALS 


Many people do their own cooking, but there is a 
restaurant and lunch stand on the ground, run by 
the Church, where meals can be obtained at a reas- 
onable price.

There are usually three to four sermons each day. 
About the only ones who preach more than once are 
the general officials who attend from Headquarters. 
This year we will have with us Brother Earl P. Paulk, 
Second Assistant General Overseer, who is indeed a 
great preacher. We also hope to have with us others 
of the general officials. 

Out-of-state singers are invited. We welcome you 
into the services and you will be given a chance to 
use the talent with which God has blessed you. 


OFFERINGS 


The camp meeting will not be loaded down with 
financial obligations. We expect to have a big Mission 
offering, also an offering for the Orphanage and gen- 
eral expenses of the camp meeting, which will not be 
very heavy. There will be no offerings taken for 
preachers and singers for service rendered in the camp 
meeting.
